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Central America unites in drugs battle 


PANAMA CITY, Panama 
(AFP) - Central America has 
created a new hub in Panama to 
coordinate efforts to combat 
drug trafficking and organized 
crime that is threatening to turn 
some countries into failed states. 

As Mexico has tried to 
clamp down, drug mafias have 
increasingly pushed south into 
Central America and countries 
like Guatemala and Belize 
have seen a surge in violence 
that they seem almost power¬ 
less to stop. 

"What all of the countries 
of the Central American isth¬ 
mus have to do is to join forces 
and coordinate our efforts," 
Panamanian President Ricardo 
Martinelli said in remarks on 
Monday to open the new facil¬ 
ity. 

"We have to share informa¬ 
tion in an organized manner," 


he said. "With this kind of co¬ 
operation, we'll be able to fight 
crime and drug trafficking." 

Located at Rodman Naval 
Station, a former US military 
base, the Center of Operations 
for Regional Security is a joint 
effort by the governments of 
Belize, Costa Rica, the Do¬ 
minican Republic, El Salvador, 
Guatemala, Honduras, Nica¬ 
ragua and Panama. 

Central America is the key 
corridor for drug traffickers 
seeking access to the lucrative 
US market and the region has 
seen a dramatic rise in assassi¬ 
nations, money laundering and 
other crimes. 

Officials said the new cen¬ 
ter brings under one roof re¬ 
sources and know-how from 
police and militaries across the 
region. 

They also said the effort is 



a recognition that the war 
against illicit drugs cannot be 
waged effectively by indivi¬ 
dual governments, which are 
routinely outgunned by well- 
financed crime syndicates. 

"We're all in this together, 
and the only way to succeed is 
to share the technology and in¬ 
formation that is vital in the 
fight against crime," Martinelli 


said. 

The center comes under the 
auspices of the Central Ameri¬ 
can Integration System 
(SICA), an economic, cultural 
and political bloc grouping 
countries in the region. 

Its director, Alfredo Calle- 
jas, stressed that operations 
would cover not just drug traf¬ 
ficking but also other branches 


of organized crime such as 
human trafficking, the wea¬ 
pons trade and wider smug¬ 
gling efforts. 

Opened at a cost of 1.5 mil¬ 
lion dollars, it will be fitted 
with high-tech satellite com¬ 
munications, digital encryption 
systems and radar equipment 
capable of monitoring both the 
Pacific and Caribbean coasts.

Raul Castro succeeds 
Fidel as Communist 
Party chief 


HAVANA, Cuba (AFP) - Pres¬ 
ident Raul Castro succeeded 
his iconic brother Fidel Tues¬ 
day as head of Cuba’s ruling 
Communist Party, securing the 
old guard's grip on the island 
nation despite pledges of re¬ 
form. 

The historic but expected 
transition was finalized in a 
central committee vote aired 
on state television at the clos¬ 
ing ceremony of the Sixth 
Communist Party Congress, 
attended by an ageing Fidel 
Castro who hours earlier had 
confirmed his resignation. 

The elder Castro, hero of 
the island's revolution which 
swept president-dictator Ful- 
gencio Batista from power in 
1959, had held the top job in 
the ruling Communist Party 
since its founding in 1965. 

While Raul Castro, who 
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turns 80 in June, raised hopes 
during the congress that a new 
generation of leaders could 
step up as the party approved a 
hundreds of reform measures, 
the party's Central Committee, 
appointed Monday night, 
named Vice President Jose 
Ramon Machado, 80, as the 
new second secretary. 

Machado had been the 
party's organizational chief 
since 1990, and while tasked 
with helping Castro shepherd 
the country's planned reforms 
aimed at updating the socialist 
model, he is seen as a hardline 
communist ideologue. 

On Saturday, Raul said he 
backed term limits of 10 years 
for the top leadership spots, in 
a country he and his brother 
have led for more than five 
decades, and he has stressed 
the need to carry out economic 
reforms in a country whose de¬ 
pressed economy has left mil¬ 
lions in poverty. 

Yet, at the conclusion of the 
party congress, he took square 
aim at capitalism, insisting his 
primary directive was to keep 
Cuba socialist. 

"In my case, I assume as the 
ultimate task, with conviction 
and honor, that the first secre¬ 
tary's primary mission and pur¬ 
pose is to defend, preserve and 
continue to develop socialism, 
and to never allow the return of 
capitalism." 

Fidel, who handed the pres¬ 
idential reins to Raul in 2006, 
made a rare public appearance 
Tuesday at the closing cere¬ 
mony of the congress. 

The 84-year-old Fidel, sur¬ 
rounded by bodyguards and 
aides and dressed in a blue 
tracksuit, walked in to roars of 
applause by some 1,000 dele¬ 
gates, who were also seen 
holding hands, swaying and 
singing Cuba's national an¬ 
them. 


Italian book exposes Rome 
gay priest scene

ROME, Italy (AFP) - A new 
book due out later this month 
claims to reveal a flourishing 
gay scene for priests in Rome 
— a thorny issue as the 
Catholic Church imposes 
chastity on its clergy and con¬ 
demns homosexuality. 

Investigative j ournalist 
Carmelo Abbate's book "Sex 
and the Vatican: a secret jour¬ 
ney in the reign of the chaste" 
will come out in Italian and 
French and includes anony¬ 
mous testimonies from priests 


and undercover reporting. 

"Priests of all nationalities 
divide their time between Via 
della Conciliazione (the main 
road leading to St. Peter's 
basilica) and the party scene of 
Rome by night," the book's ed¬ 
itors Piemme said in a press re¬ 
lease. 

The book also documents 
heterosexual relations between 
priests and lay women and the 
existence of children of priests. 

Abbate has said he is not 
anti-clergy but aims to break 


the culture of secrecy sur¬ 
rounding the sex life of priests. 

An article he published in 
Panorama magazine last year 
created a scandal. 

The diocese of Rome in re¬ 
sponse to that article said it 
was "determined to investigate 
rigorously any type of behav¬ 
iour that shames the priest¬ 
hood." 

Asked about Abbate's new 
book, the Vatican declined any 
comment. 

A spokesman for the influ¬ 
ential Italian bishops confer¬ 
ence said: "We can't react to all 
books that speak badly of the 
Church." 

The Vatican does not deny 
that there are gay priests and 
has said there should be 
tougher rules against homo¬ 
sexuality in seminaries. 

Vatican expert Marco 
Tosatti said that some priests 
"can also have homosexual 
tendencies but remain chaste 
and pious."

Aruba Autism Foundation rejoices over 
‘Sensory Scan’ possibility for Aruba

ORANJESTAD - The Aruba 
Autism Foundation has em¬ 
barked on a unique collabora¬ 
tion with Valerie Paradiz of 
Integrated Self-Advocacy 
(ISA) to provide persons with 
Autism a special American 
program. 

What we previously ad¬ 
mired either over the internet 
or on American television 
now has been made possible 
here and can be implemented 
on Aruba in the form of the 
so-called ‘Sensory Scan.’ 

Parents following a train¬ 
ing program at the Aruba 
Autism Foundation (FAA) 
participated in a special we¬ 
binar with Mrs. Paradiz, who 
is herself an Asperger Syn¬ 
drome patient. In the webinar 
she illustrated the roll that hy¬ 
persensitivity or hyposensi- 
tivity have and what their 
processing mean for a person 
with Autism. 

We understand that a per¬ 
son with Autism has diffi¬ 
culty with the five senses in 
combination with 2 other 
senses which for those with¬ 
out Autism normally do not 
pay attention to. 

In addition to the sense of 
smell, sight, feeling, hearing 
and taste, someone with a 
mental disorder which affects 
the processing of the senses 
will often have a problem 
with the vestibular sense 
(which enables one to feel 


their movements to know 
when they are sitting, walk¬ 
ing, standing up, etc.) and the 
sense of self, which signals 
the sense of the body and its 
distance from objects. 

Sensory Scan is designed 
to show parents of Autistic 
children and professionals 
how an Autistic person 
processes sound, sight, etc in 
a room or classroom at 
school. 

Because an Autistic per¬ 
son has difficulty communi¬ 
cating what they are feeling 
and because their social skills 
seem stagnant, they may 
never share what in their en¬ 
vironment may be affecting 
them. What they may be ex¬ 
periencing may be called 
‘Sensory Overload,’ which is 
often perceived as negative 
behavior of the Autistic per¬ 
son. What we may see, for 
example, is a ‘temper 
tantrum,’ the throwing of a fit 
as if to have lost it com¬ 
pletely, or sudden total inac¬ 


tivity. 

‘Sensory Overload’ may 
be what an Autistic person 
experiences every day, and 
our lack of an understanding 
of their world. In order to 
avoid extreme behavior and 
to understand the Autistic 
person’s processing of his 
daily life’s acti vities like eat¬ 
ing, sitting, learning and play, 
it is necessary to know what 
will make them more com¬ 
fortable. 

There is a scanning 
process that can be applied to 
all types and levels of 
Autism. Under the guidance 
of ISA in the US, parents and 
professionals can complete 
the scanning process. This 
may be followed by counsel¬ 
ing by ISA counselors. There 
is a nominal fee of $45 for the 
service. A small percentage 
of the fee is to cover FAA 
cost which is received as a 
donation.

National Bird Count looking out for your count forms 



A very successful cultural 
event, the National Bird 
Count, which was organized 
by the Ministry of Culture, 
Department of Culture, the 
National Arikok Park and the 


Aruba Birdlife Conservation, 
is over and Minister of Cul¬ 
ture Michelle Winklaar- 
Hooyboer is elated at how 
this went. Together the gen¬ 
eral public assisted in count¬ 


ing the amount of birds flying 
around in our environment 
and especially the types of 
birds which frequent our 
yards and homes. 

Zahira Zaandam of the 
Department of Culture re¬ 
marked during a recent press 
conference that it was great 
having everyone lending in 
hand in this effort. To com¬ 
plete the process, it is of the 
utmost importance to have all 
the forms returned to the De¬ 
partment of Culture or at any 
one of the ‘Hulp Bestu- 
urskantoor’ (Government Of¬ 
fice) in your particular 
district. 

If the forms are not re¬ 
turned they would not be able 
to have a structured an organ¬ 
ized official count of our 
birds. 


A large number of forms 
were distributed to most of 
our schools, and teachers 
were in charge of guiding 
students in the bird count. 
This bird count is one way to 
help conserve the cultural 
heritage of our fauna and 
flora. This activity also 
helped increase the knowl¬ 
edge of our school children 
regarding our birds. 

Aruba Birdlife Conserva¬ 
tion is very concerned about 
the recent developments such 
as the slow extinction of our 
Prikichi and Trupiaal birds 
which are seen very sparsely 
of late in our gardens. 

It is for this reason, the 
bird count action will enable 
us to determine, based on sta¬ 
tistics and official figures 


what kind of approach to 
take. According to Greg Pe¬ 
terson of the Aruba Birdlife 
Conservation, the informa¬ 
tion gathered from the bird 
count action will give us a 
clear picture of the birds in 
our island and in which bar¬ 
rios they are most seen. This 
way we would know which 
of our birds are in danger of 
extinction and what we can 
do to prevent that. This bird 
count action succeeded in 
bringing families together 
and our children provided 
valuable feedback. 

Now, the appeal is made to 
urge everyone to return their 
filled in forms to the Depart¬ 
ment of Culture or to one of 
the government offices in 
your district.

S.Korea's LG unveils 'smart fridge' 



SEOUL (AFP) - South 
Korea's LG Electronics Tues¬ 
day unveiled a refrigerator 
which suggests recipes as it 
forecast a bright future in the 
potentially lucrative market 
for "smart" household appli¬ 
ances. 

LG will roll out smart 
fridges, washers and other 
appliances in South Korea 
and North America by the 
end of this year to compete 
against rivals including Sam¬ 
sung Electronics and 
Whirlpool, Lee Young-Ha, 
president of the home appli¬ 
ance unit, told reporters. 

The nation's second- 
largest consumer electronics 
maker after Samsung on 
Tuesday showcased the first 
smart product — a refrigerator 
connected to a home Wi-Fi 
network and which can be 
controlled by smartphone. 

"By the end of the year, 
when our full range is intro¬ 
duced, consumers will be 
able to stay in contact with 
their appliances at any time, 
enjoying greater convenience 
and seeing real-life, real-time 
improvements in energy con¬ 
sumption and time savings," 
Lee said in a statement. 

The smart fridge offers 
three energy-saving options 
as well as a "food manage¬ 
ment system" which tells 
users what is in their fridge, 
where it is and when its sell- 
by date expires. 

The information is avail¬ 


able via smartphones or 
tablets, and can be accessed 
from a grocery store or 
restaurant. LG boasts the ma¬ 
chine can even suggest 
healthy recipes based on 
what foods are currently 
available. 

The product costs about 
3.6 million won ($3,296) and 
will account for about 20 to 


30 percent of LG's refrigera¬ 
tor sales in South Korea this 
year, said Lee, without giving 
a global sales target. 

Other items including 
ovens and camera-embedded 
vacuum cleaners remotely 
controlled by smartphones or 
tablet computers will be in¬ 
troduced later this year, he 
added.

Electric cars: night-time 
charging better - study 


PARIS (AFP) - Charging 
electric cars at night eases a 
smog problem caused by fos¬ 
sil-fuel plants which provide 
the power for these vehicles, 
researchers reported on Tues¬ 
day. 

Plug-in cars are viewed as 
a key tool in the fight for a 
cleaner planet as they do not 
emit tailpipe pollution when 
they run on electricity. 

But they contribute indi¬ 
rectly to pollution, as well as 
global warming, if their elec¬ 
tricity comes from a power 
station that runs on coal, oil 
or gas. 

In a study published in a 
British journal, scientists in 
the United States simulated 
the local impact from "plug¬ 
in hybrid electric vehicles," 
or PHEVs, which are cars 
that can switch from battery 
power to petrol. 

Their computer model was 
based on predictions for 2018 
of emissions of nitrogen ox¬ 
ides, the basic ingredient for 
ground-level ozone, in four 
major cities in Texas: Dal¬ 
las/Forth Worth, Houston, 
Austin and San Antonio. 

Power generation for this 
grid in 2009 was provided by 
gas (46 percent), coal (35 
percent), nuclear (13 percent) 



and wind (4.5 percent). 

The study compared likely 
pollution levels when 20 per¬ 
cent of mileage in the region 
was carried out either by 
PHEVs or by vehicles that 
were only petrol-powered. 

Regardless of the scenario, 
ozone pollution improved 
when PH Vs were used, be¬ 
cause they did not emit nitro¬ 
gen oxides. 

As for when PHEVs 
should be recharged, the 
paper found it was smarter to 
plug in the vehicle at night. 

Extra demand from fossil- 
fuel power stations at night 
did cause levels of nitrogen 
oxides to rise compared to 
the typically shorter recharg¬ 
ing periods in daytime. 

But much of the gas emit¬ 
ted at night time had dissi¬ 
pated by daybreak. This 
eased the smog problem by a 
small but detectable margin. 


NASA awards $270 million in 
spaceship contracts 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
NASA on Monday an¬ 
nounced it has awarded 
nearly 270 million dollars to 
four companies, including 
Boeing and SpaceX, to help 
their pursuit of making a 
spacecraft to replace the US 
space shuttle. 

The Houston, Texas-based 
aviation giant Boeing re¬ 
ceived the biggest contract — 
$92.3 million — as part of the 
second round of NASA com¬ 
mercial crew development 


program, or CCDev2. 

Sierra Nevada Corpora¬ 
tion, a Colorado-based com¬ 
pany that is at work on its 
DreamChaser shuttle, won 
the second largest sum at $80 
million. 

SpaceX, the California- 
based company that last year 
completed its first successful 
test of an unmanned space 
capsule into orbit and back, 
won $75 million and Blue 
Origin of Kent, Washington 
received $22 million.

Yes, men really can 
make it longer: study

PARIS, France (AFP) - Some 
non-surgical methods for in¬ 
creasing the length of the 
male sex organ do in fact 
work, while others are likely 
to result only in soreness and 
disappointment, a review of 
medical literature has shown. 

Surgical procedures, how¬ 
ever, can be dangerous and 
have an "unacceptably high 
rate of complications," ac¬ 
cording to the study, pub¬ 
lished this week in the Journal 
of the British Association of 
Urological Surgeons. 

"An increasing number of 
patients seek urological ad¬ 
vice for the so-called ’short 
penis'," the researchers re¬ 
ported. 

This is true despite the fact 
that "penile length is normal 
in most of these men, who 
tend to overestimate normal 
phallic dimension." 

A male member — meas¬ 
ured on the dorsal, or upper, 
side — can be considered nor¬ 
mal in length if it is at least 
four centimetres (1.6 inches) 


when limp, and 7.5 centime¬ 
tres (three inches) when rigid, 
noted several of the studies 
evaluated. 

Some allowances, they 
added, must be made for a 
man's height and his body- 
mass index (BMI), which 
measures deviation from op¬ 
timal levels of body fat. 

To determine the efficacy 
and safety of both surgical 
and non-surgical techniques 
for so-called "male enhance¬ 
ment," Marco Orderda and 
Paolo Gontero of the Univer¬ 
sity of Turin in Italy can¬ 
vassed scientific literature. 

They found 10 relevant 
studies. Half reported on sur¬ 
gical techniques, performed 
on 121 men. 

Among the non-invasive 
methods, tested on 109 sub¬ 
jects, so-called penile exten¬ 
ders that stretch the phallus 
through traction were shown 
to be most effective. 

One study reported an av¬ 
erage increase of 1.8 centime¬ 
tres (0.7 inches), while 


another measured an extra 2.3 
centimetres (0.9 inches) in a 
flaccid state, and 1.7 centime¬ 
tres (0.67 inches) when erect. 

But the regimen for 
achieving these gains was ar¬ 
duous: six hours of daily trac¬ 
tion over four months in the 
first case, and four hours 
every day over six months in 
the second. 

Another device, known as 
a "penis pump," uses a man¬ 
ual or motorised pump to cre¬ 
ate a vacuum inside a hard 
cylinder sheath, stretching the 
phallus. 

Six months of treatment, 
however, "was not found to 
be effective for penile elonga¬ 
tion, although is provided 
some sort of psychological 
satisfaction for some men," 
the researchers said. 

So-called peno-scrotal 
rings — expandable or rigid 
bands that fit around the base 
of the scrotum and penis — 
"might help to augment pe¬ 
nile size and maintain erec¬ 
tions in men suffering from 
anxiety", they reported, but 
only two cases were evalu¬ 
ated. 

Advertisements claiming 
that another popular tech¬ 
nique — so-called "penile 
lengthening exercises" — can 
add centimetres or inches to 
one's manhood are un¬ 
founded, say Oderda and 
Gontero. 

Even the methods that did 
show some increase in length 
did not result in a gain in 
thickness, they noted. 

But nor was their shrink¬ 
age. 

"It is interesting that no 
girth decrease was reported 
with traction therapy, as one 
would have instinctively 
thought," the researchers said.

EU plans to hammer oil giants for coastal 
pollution: source 

BRUSSELS , (AFP) - EU energy commissioner Guenther Oet- 
tinger is preparing legislation to force oil-drilling companies to 
pay for pollution caused up to 200 nautical miles off European 
coastlines, a source said. 

On the first anniversary of the Gulf of Mexico Deepwater Hori¬ 
zon disaster off the United States, Germany’s Oettinger will pres¬ 
ent his proposed bill in July, a source close to his offices told 
AFP. The move comes after he was forced to abandon in October 
a bid to impose a moratorium on all deepwater drilling in Euro¬ 
pean Union waters, after falling foul of Scottish licensing and 
planning laws under pressure from the North Sea oil industry. 
The current EU ’polluter pays' principle only applies to spills 
within a radius of 12 nautical miles. 

The April 20, 2010 blast killed 11 people and sent some 4.9 mil¬ 
lion barrels of oil gushing into the Gulf over a three-month pe¬ 
riod, wreaking havoc on the region's environment and economy. 
It took BP fully 85 days to stem the flow from its leased rig. 
Europe's worst oil disaster was the 1988 destruction in a fire of 
the Piper Alpha rig off Scotland in July 1988, which killed 167 
men. The rig was later judged to have been ill-maintained and 
overcrowded. 

Of 1,000 platforms in the EU, 486 are in waters off Scotland and 
the northeast of England, 181 in the Netherlands, 123 in Italy 
and 61 in Denmark with a handful each in Bulgaria, Germany, 
Greece, Ireland, Poland, Romania and Spain. 


Euro higher against dollar 

LONDON , (AFP) - The European single currency rose against 
the dollar Tuesday after data showed increasing inflation pres¬ 
sures across the eurozone as the economy continues to make 
headway. 

Dealers said the markets were still coming to terms with Mon¬ 
day's US debt outlook downgrade by Standard & Poor's, its first 
ever such move on the United States, and accompanied by a 
warning of a ratings cut by 2013 if Washington proves unable 
to stabilise the public finances. 

They said that while the eurozone has its debt problems, the S&P 
action showed that it was not alone and that all Western countries 
need to take a serious look at their finances. 

The US is "not a net lender like Japan who can draw on a huge 
pool of domestic savings to finance her government’s yawning 
fiscal deficit," it said. 

The euro rose to $1.4307 in late London trade Tuesday from 
$1.4236 in New York late on Monday while the dollar fell to 
82.43 yen from 82.66 yen. 

Gold meanwhile hit fresh record highs just short of $1,500 an 
ounce as investors opted for its traditional safehaven attributes. 



New York oil rebounds on 
weaker dollar 


NEW YORK,(AFP) - Oil 
prices rallied Tuesday in 
New York, rebounding from 
the previous day's heavy 
losses as a weaker dollar 
boosted demand for dollar- 
priced commodities. 

New York's main contract, 
light sweet crude for delivery 
in May, surged $1.03 to fin¬ 
ish at $108.15 a barrel. 

By contrast, London's 
Brent North Sea crude for 
June delivery shed 28 cents 
to settle at $121.33. 

The benchmark WTI fu¬ 
tures contract had fallen 
more than $2.50 a barrel 
Monday after ratings agency 
Standard & Poor's cut its US 
sovereign debt outlook to 
"negative," warning the 
world's largest oil-consum¬ 


ing nation could lose its top 
triple-A rating. 

After starting the New 
York session in the red, the 
market saw "a turnaround in 
sentiment," with equities ral¬ 
lying and the dollar weaken¬ 
ing, said Matt Smith at 
Summit Energy. 

A weaker US currency 
makes dollar-priced crude oil 
more attractive to buyers 
using stronger currencies. 

Adding to supply con¬ 
cerns spurred by unrest in the 
Arab world was deadly riot¬ 
ing in Nigeria following the 
election of acting president 
Goodluck Jonathan as presi¬ 
dent of the biggest oil pro¬ 
ducer in Africa. 

Jonathan, the first presi¬ 
dent from the southern oil- 


producing Niger Delta re¬ 
gion, was declared winner 
late Monday of a landmark 
vote that exposed regional 
tensions and led to the riot¬ 
ing. 

The Nigerian turmoil 
heightens supply worries 
concerning Libya, where an 
uprising against leader 
Moamer Kadhafi has slowed 
oil exports to a trickle. 

Nigeria's oil is "a suitable 
substitute for Libyan oil," 
Commerzbank analysts said 
in a client note. 

"If production losses oc¬ 
curred in Nigeria as well, the 
result would be a shortage of 
high-quality oil, which 
would benefit Brent in par¬ 
ticular." 


Job hungry Americans flock 
to McJobs 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Thou¬ 
sands of job-hungry applicants 
sank their teeth into a McDon¬ 
ald's mass hiring event Tues¬ 
day, with the fast-food giant 
attempting to sign up 50,000 
new employees across Amer¬ 
ica in a single day. 

The home of the Big Mac 
turned itself into Big McJob as 
14,000 US outlets laid out the 
welcome mat, each looking to 
fill on average three to four po¬ 
sitions. 

For job seekers in a still 
shaky, post-recession econ¬ 
omy, the offer was a rare glim¬ 
mer of hope. 

New Yorker Thomas Hill, 
24, raced to make it to as many 
interviews as possible before 
the day's end. The New York 
area counts 620 McDonald's 


and by mid-morning Hill and a 
friend had already interviewed 
at five. 

"I'm open to any position. 
I'd do anything. I just need the 
finances to get myself steady," 
he said after interviewing at a 
midtown Manhattan outlet. 

Wearing pointed black 
leather shoes, an over-sized tie, 
and a velvety jacket embroi¬ 
dered with sequins, Hill said: 
"We got up early and we got 
dressed nicely." 

Bosses are keen to dispel 
the common perception of Mc¬ 
Donald's jobs as low-wage and 
low-prospect. 

Applicants are given 
leaflets promising "fun in a 
fast-paced environment," a 
chance to "feel good about 
yourself," and "learn as you 


earn. 

"We love our McJobs and 
are very proud," said Elaine 
Diekmann, owner of a Man¬ 
hattan franchise. 

A dyed-in-the-wool Mc¬ 
Donald's enthusiast, she's 
worked for the company for 37 
years, starting at entry level 
and working her way up, along 
with her McDonald's veteran 
husband, to joint-owner. 

"McDonald's is anything 
you want it to be. It can be 
part-time, short-term, pay-for- 
college type thing, or if they 
have the interest and ability to 
go through management devel¬ 
opment they can do anything," 
she said.

Pope's shrink film stirs controversy

VATICAN CITY (AFP) - A 
new film about a panic-prone 
pope who needs a psychoan¬ 
alyst has divided Italy's 
Catholics, with a call for its 
boycott coming from the 
pages of an influential bish¬ 
ops' newspaper. 

Writing in the Avvenire 
daily, Vatican expert Salva¬ 
tore Izzo said Italian director 
Nanni Moretti's film ”Habe- 
mus Papam” was not respect¬ 
ful towards the head of the 
world's Roman Catholics and 
would be "boring” for non¬ 
believers. 

"We shouldn't touch the 
pope — the rock on which 
Jesus founded his Church,” 
said Izzo, adding that "even 
priests” had absolved the film 
after its release on week-end 
"with the curious justification 
that Moretti could have been 
meaner.” 

"Why should we support 
financially that which offends 
our religion?” said Izzo, who 
writes about the Vatican for 
Italian news agency AGI. 

The film comes just ahead 


of Easter, and the beatifica¬ 
tion ceremony in the Vatican 
on May 1 that will put late 
Pope John Paul II on the path 
to sainthood. 

The film starring 8 5-year- 
old French actor Michel Pic- 
coli as the man who is 
reluctant to become pope is 
being shown in 447 cinemas 
and grossed 1.3 million euros 
(1.9 million dollars) over the 
weekend — receiving mostly 
positive reviews. 

Jesuit journal Civilta Cat- 
tolica praised the film and 
Vatican Radio said that it 
contained "no irony, no cari¬ 
cature” of the pope. 

Izzo's editorial does not 
mean the Italian bishops' 
paper shares his views and 
some observers are hoping 
the controversy does not go 
any further. 

"It would be embarrass¬ 
ing.... This film is respectful. 
It has to be taken as the light 
comedy that it is," Vatican 
expert Luigi Accattoli told 
AFP. 

Sandro Magister, another 


Vatican expert, said there are 
divisions over the film but no 
official condemnation from 
Church authorities. 

"If there was to be one, it 
would only help the producer. 
He would be very happy with 
a polemic that is completely 
without foundation,” he said. 

It is unlikely that any boy¬ 
cott will go far, as previous 
such initiatives by the Church 


have tended to have a 
boomerang effect. 

Heavy criticism from sen¬ 
ior Catholic clergy of the "Da 
Vinci Code” by Ron Howard 
in 2006 helped turn it into a 
blockbuster. 

Asked about the contro¬ 
versy in an interview for 
RAI3 television, Moretti 
said: "There is freedom of ex¬ 
pression in my work. I am not 


commenting.” The director 
then quipped: "People can 
boycott it after seeing it!” 

Many commentators have 
hailed a film that touches a 
sensitive point. 

Pope Benedict XVI said 
his election to the papacy in 
2005 felt like "a guillotine” 
and the late pope John Paul I, 
who died just 33 days after 
being elected in 1978, told 
his advisers he did not want 
to accept the heavy burden. 

But in the end they both 
could not say no to a charge 
that the faithful believe is di¬ 
vinely-inspired — unlike the 
pope in the film who resigns 
his duties. 

The head of the Catholic 
Association of Cinema Work¬ 
ers, Roberto Busti, criticised 
"Moretti's willingness to in¬ 
troduce psychoanalysis in the 
Vatican.” 

He deplored the film for 
showing "faith cannot rem¬ 
edy natural weaknesses.” 

"The story does not talk 
about faith,” Busti said. 
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London Olympics settles 
2012 funding row

LONDON,England (AFP) - 
The British Olympic Associa¬ 
tion and the organisers of the 
2012 London Olympics have 
settled their acrimonious fi¬ 
nancial dispute which threat¬ 
ened to affect the home team's 
preparations for the Games. 

The settlement agreed late 
Monday means the BOA has 
lost its bid to secure a greater 
share of the profits from the 


2012 Games. 

The BOA, which is respon¬ 
sible for preparing the ath¬ 
letes, wanted its 20% share 
based on income from the 
Olympics without taking into 
consideration the costs of the 
Paralympics. 

But organisers LOCOG 
has won its argument that no 
calculations can be made until 
both events are completed. 


The BOA's position be¬ 
came untenable when the In¬ 
ternational Olympic 

Committee ruled in favour of 
the 2012 organisers. 

The BOA had taken its 
case to the Court of Arbitra¬ 
tion for Sport but dropped its 
legal attempt after the IOC 
backed the London organis¬ 
ers. 

BOA chairman Lord Colin 
Moynihan and chief executive 
Andy Hunt were suspended 
from their positions within 
LOCOG as the dispute deep¬ 
ened. 

After the agreement, Hunt 
said: "With this matter now 
resolved, the BOA will be 
able to keep its attention fo¬ 
cused entirely on our prepara¬ 
tions to support Team GB at 
the Games." 

LOCOG chief executive 
Paul Deighton said: "I am 
glad this issue has been put 
behind us and we can all get 
on with delivering Games 
next year that will make this 
country proud."

LONDON, England (AFP) - 
The International Cricket 
Council (ICC) announced on 
Tuesday that they have been 
asked by their president, 
Sharad Pawar, to reconsider 
proposals to streamline the 
cricket World Cup. 

Under plans announced 
during an ICC summit in 
Mumbai earlier this month, 
participation at the 2015 and 
2019 World Cups will be re¬ 
stricted to just the 10 full ICC 
member teams. 

This year's World Cup, 
won by India, featured 14 
teams, and the decision to ex¬ 
clude non Test-playing na¬ 
tions such as Ireland and 
Kenya from future editions 
prompted angry protests from 
the countries set to be left out. 

In a press release from the 
ICC, Pawar said: "I have 
given this matter further seri¬ 
ous thought and will request 
the Board to consider this 
topic once more. 

"I can understand the 


views of the Associates and 
Affiliates and ICC will seek to 
deal with this issue in the best 
way possible." 

The ICC's executive board 
will reconsider the composi¬ 
tion of the 2015 tournament 
during their annual confer¬ 
ence in Hong Kong at the end 
of June. 

The restructuring was a 
strategic decision aimed at 
making the tournament more 
compact. 

As part of the proposals, 
the World Twenty20 tourna¬ 
ment will be expanded to 16 
teams, theoretically ensuring 
that non Test-playing nations 
will still benefit from interna¬ 
tional exposure. 

However, the plans 
prompted an angry reaction 
from the so-called associate 
nations, with Cricket Ireland's 
chief executive Warren Deu- 
trom describing the move as 
"frankly outrageous". 

Ireland pulled off one the 
shocks of the most recent 


tournament when they came 
from behind to beat England 
by three wickets in a thrilling 
group-stage encounter. 

Irish Sports Minister Leo 
Varadkar said such matches 
proved that smaller nations 
deserved a place at interna¬ 
tional cricket's showpiece 
event. 

"This 'closed shop' ap¬ 
proach cannot be good for the 
game, and appears to fly in the 
face of the sacred values that 
cricket has espoused for so 
long — namely fair play, 
sportsmanship and cama¬ 
raderie," he said. 

Cricket Kenya chief exec¬ 
utive Tom Sears was also crit¬ 
ical of the decision. 

"I've no desire to be diplo¬ 
matic," he told The Wisden 
Cricketer. 

"Not to let anyone else in is 
scandalous. It's all about 
money, power and votes — 
and that's not good for 
cricket."

LONDON, England (AFP) - 
Wimbledon's singles champi¬ 
ons will benefit from a prize 
money rise taking their earn¬ 
ings to £1.1 million ($2.9 mil¬ 
lion) at the 2011 
Championships, organisers 
announced on Tuesday. 

If men's champion Rafael 
Nadal and women's winner 
Serena Williams successfully 
defend the titles they won last 
year they will bank a cheque 
that represents a 10 percent 
rise of £100,000 on the £1 
million prize awarded 12 
months ago. 

The singles runners-up will 
earn £550,000, the beaten 
semi-finalists will get 
£275,000 and even a first- 
round loser pockets £11,500 
for their efforts. 

The total prize money for 
the 125th Championships, 
which run from June 20 to 
July 3, is now £14.6 million, a 


6.4 percent increase on last 
year's amount. 

Phillip Brook, the new 
chairman of the All England 
Club, defended the annouce- 
ment of the rises on Tuesday 
and said: "Leading interna¬ 
tional sports events such as 
Wimbledon are all about the 
quality of the players on show. 

Although Wimbledon re¬ 
mains one of the sport's 
biggest cash cows, the tourna¬ 
ment's bosses are concerned 
that other tennis events in the 
United Kingdon could be hit 
by withdrawals from star 
players concerned by high 
taxation. 

Athletes who compete in 
individual sports like tennis 
and golf are currently taxed a 
percentage of their endorse¬ 
ments for each day they spend 
in the UK, whereas team 
sports like football are exempt 
from those rules.

NHL inks rich 10-year 
US TV rights deal 


NEW YORK (AFP) - The 
National Hockey League an¬ 
nounced a new record-setting 
10-year US television rights 
deal to remain with telecast¬ 
ers NBC and Versus, which 
have owned the package for 
the past six years. 

The deal, reportedly worth 
$2 billion, is the richest in 
league history, coming after a 
major boost in US TV ratings 
and drawing the prior high of 
$120 million a season paid to 
the NHL by ESPN from 1999 
through 2004. 

’’This is the most signifi¬ 
cant US media rights partner¬ 
ship in the league's history," 


NHL commissioner Gary 
Bettman said. 

NBC and the NHL have 
had a revenue sharing plan in 
which they divided profits 
from telecasts on advertising 
after production expenses 
while Versus paid $77 million 
a year for NHL cable televi¬ 
sion rights. 

US television ratings for 
the NHL have jumped about 
84 percent in the past four 
years, with last January's 
Winter Classic between 
Washington and Pittsburgh 
on NBC drawing the biggest 
NHL regular-season ratings 
since 1975.
